On the same day that Attorney 
General Daugherty in Washington in- 
structed the department of justice to 
begin a probe of the recent heavy in- 
creayes in the price of gasoline, it was 
learned Friday that, effective Monday, 
the price of gusoltne here will be boost- 
ed two cents per gallon. 

‘This increase brings the price of 
gasoline to 29 cents at filling stations. 

Retail dealers of the Gulf Refining 
company stated that they had been no- 
tified of the price increase. It is un- 
derstood that the entire organization 
of the Gulf company extending 
thronghout Georgia and Florida has 
been similarly notified. 

Officials of the Standard Oil com- 
pany stated Friday that they are never 
instructed on price changes until the 
last moment, and while they have not 
yet received notice of an increase, they 
said they were expecting it. 

The Reed Oil company announcd 
that it will advance the price if an in- 
crease becomes general. 

The increase will bring the whole- 
sale price of gasoline to 27 cents per 
gallon. It is now retailing for 27 
cents per gallon. The increase to take 
effect Monday will be the third in 
the very recent past and is the 
top mark of a series of increases which 
have been inaugurated since gasoline 
began its advance from 21 cents, the 
lowest figure reached in the drop that 
followed the war.

TEAM-WORK IN GEORGIA. 
The peculiar adaptability of 


‘Georgia’s soil resources to inten- 
sive farming and development on 
a co-operative basis is strikingly 
illustrated by the remarkable prog- 
regs that has been made, and is 
being made, by the Finnish colony 
that was established in south 
Georgia, in Wayne county, in the 
latter part of 1920. 

This development project origi- 
nated some four or five years ago, 
when a prominent Finlander in 
New York wrote to the secretary 
of state of Georgia, making inquiry 
as to the availability of land in this 
state suitable for colonization pur- 
poses. The letter was referred to 
a reliable realty firm. An inter- 
mittent correspondence covering a 
period of three or four years, the 
purchase of 3,000 acres of land 
near Jesup, Ga., by a group of 
Finlanders and the establishment 
of a colony of Finnish farmers re- 
sulted, the colony being incorpora- 
ted as the Fairfield Co-operative 
Farm association. 

The association was organized 
on a strictly cooperative basis, 
which is a favorite Scandinavian 
plan, and the colonists began the 
work of Clearing the land in March, 
1921. 4 

They have cleared and put under 
intensive cultivation approximately 
150 acres of “piney-woods” land 
and built thirty houses, including a 
store and warehouse. 


members, which membership, re- 
cruited from all parts of the United 
States—from among the 500,000-add 
Finns resident in this country—has 
increased to about ninety, the 
added families being housed in 
tents while new houses are being 
built. 

They are naturalized American 
citizens, and practically all of them 
speak the English language with 
varying degrees of fluency. They 
pay cash for everything they buy; 
they work hard and intensively, 
are thrifty, thorough in all that 
they do, and they are devoting 
their energies mainly to truck 
farming, dairying and the growing 
of live stock. 
The colonists are preparing to 
build a schoolhouse next year, but 
at the present time they carry 
their children every “school day,” 
in one of their own trucks, to and 
from the nearest schoolhouse, 
which is one and one-half miles 
distant. 

They operate two tractors in 
their farming operations, and a 
small sawmill, in which they cut

According to all reports, they are 
amiable, industrious, law-respect- 
ing, highly moral and all-round 
good citizens, and are popular with 
the people of the section in which 
they live.

Under the Choate charter and un- 
der the present ebarter the tax rate 
may be increased from 1 1-2 to 2 per 
cent by the city council, wherever 
in the judgment of the city council 
an emergency requires the increase. 

This is a dangerous power. Council 
should not have the power to increase 
taxes 1 mill unless the people want 
the increase and vote it. The dis- 
cretion of the city council in this 
matter will not be interfered with 
by the courts unless council’s action 
in declaring an emergency exists is 
wholly unfounded in fact. 

We have recently had.an example 
of council’s abuse of its power to raise 
toxes by its action in increasing the 
tax rate in 1921. There was no 
emergency. This was so obvious that 
the court enjoined the collection of 
the tax, at the suit of a few tax- 
payers. But this decision did not 
protect the smaller taxpayers who 
did not have enough at stake to war- 
rant the cost of a law suit. Another 
year council may declare there is an 
emergency and the court, while not 
believing an emergency exists, my 
have to uphold the tax. 


People Are Awake. 


If an emergency really exists the 
people will be keen enough to protect 
themselves against calamity. 

If the city money were not wasted 
we would have enough to keep our 
schools in decent condition. After 
wasting the public’s money the poli- 
ticians go to the people and base their 
appeal for more funds on the un- 
livable condition of some of our school 
buildings. Our school equipment is 
a disgrace to the city. It is a shame 
that our school teachers have been 
so poorly paid, Other cities with 
lower tax rates make far better pro- 
vision for their schools. We can do 
it, too, under a system of govern- 
ment where graft and waste are elimi- 
nated and where the taxpayer gets 100 
cents value out of every dollar. 

Collectors and Assessors. 

The tax collectors and tax assessors 
will be appointed by the city manager. 
There is no reason to allow politics 
to enter into the choice of the men 
who fill these positions, for these ate 
merely places in the administrative 
department. 

The tax asséssors and tax collectors 
exercise functions which call for the 
powers of judgment and fairness. 
They should be as far removed from 
polities as possible. 

Under the Watkins-Atlanta plan the 
comptroller is appointed by the board 
of aldermen. in work consists of 
keeping the city’s books and in paying 
out the city’s money on warrant 
drawn by the head of the department 
to which the expenditure is charged. 

The comptroller must audit and ex- 
amine all bills; He can pay out the 
city’s funds only after he has made 
certain that the claim is legally due 
and that the board of aldermen hag 
appropriated the money to pay. it. 
The city comptroller is under bond of 
$50,000

troller is appointed by the mayor 
and may be ousted by him. This 
means that the comptroller, whose 
duty it is to protect us from misap 
propriation or misuse of the city’s 
funds by the mayor or any of his 
administrative subordinates, owes his 
position to the mayor. It is mani- 
festly undesirable to have the comp- 
troller subservient to the man whose 
work he must check. | 

The comptroller must make to the 
board of aldermen monthly reports 
and an annual report showing in de- 
tail the receipts of the city from all 
sources and the expenditures of the 
* Pag all purposes. 

e Watkins-Atlanta plan réquires 
that there be an annual audit of the 
city’s books by certified public ac 
countants who have no contection 
with the city government. 

Under the safeguards thus provided, 
any shortage on the part of the tity 
officials would be caught before it 


The very fact that the reports and 
audit had to be made would act as a 
check on all officials handling the 
city’s funds. 

The Watkins-Atlanta plan tects 
the tax payer throughout, t pre- 
vents unwarranted additional taxes 
and it makes certain that the tax pay- 
r’s money will be spent in accord- 
ance with the law.

It 
does not say, either in general or 
specific terms, what shall constitute an 
elnergency. 

„The Watkins charter provides for a 
city tax rate of $1.50. It authorizes 
the council to levy an additional tax 
of 50 cents to meet an emergency, pro- 
vided such emergency tax is submitted 
to the people and approved by them. 

The composite charter provides for 
a city tax rate of $1.50. ‘It authorizes 
the council to levy an additional tax 
of 50 cents to meet an emergency. It 
specifies that an emergency in such a 
case shall be an emergency created by 
an act of providence, involving the 
safety of life, health or property. 

Defect Is Charged. 


The present charter is defective in 
that it fails to indicate what it means 
by an emergency. Two years ago the 
city council decided that the threatened 
closing of the schools, for lack of 
funds, was an emergency. - The case 
was taken to court and the supreme 
court of Georgia decided that this was 
not an emergency. 

The Watkins charter is defective in 
that it requires a referendum and ap- 
proval by the people before the council 
ean levy an emergency tax. If an 
emergency arises — that is, a real 
emergeney— there is hardly time to 
wait for a referendum, The very idea 
of an additional tax to meet an emerg- 
ency carries with it the implication of 
u sudden emergency, coming unexpect- 
edly, which must be dealt with in- 
stantly. Unless such an emergency 
can be met. by the council, promptly 
und adequately, there might as well 
be no emergency clause in the charter. 

Suppose the city council, under the 
Watkins charter, were suddenly con- 
fronted with a devastating conflagra- 
tion, or a serious disturbance of the 
public peace, or some other emergency 
requiring immediate expenditure of 
funds. Suppose the council to meet 
that emergency were to make an ap- 
propriation to be met by an emergency 
tax levy. And suppose the people later 
were to — sia the emergency ta 
in the referendum. Where would coun! 
cil be then? J 

Excessive Authority. 


Mr. Watkins is willing to entrust 
his .city council with excessive au- 
therity along some lines, but refuses 
to eatrust them with adequate au- 
thority along some other lines. 

He reposes in them complete legis- 
lu tive authority over the city govern- 
ment, which they ought to have: on 
top of that he adds complete admin- 
istrative authority by putting in their 
hands the election of the city man- 
ager. or chief executive, which they 
ought not to have; then he turns 
tronnd and curtails their taxing au- 
thori y to meet an emergency. 

This is merely one of the glaring 
:ncensistences in the Watkins charter. 
It is filled with conflicts and contra- 
dictions. It seems to have been writ- 
ten without adherence to any definite

No ‘function of government touches 
the citizen so closely and so impera- 
tively, and no function of government 
should be so carefully watched and so 
thoroughly studied. 

The main income of the city is de- 
rived from ad valorem taxes, business 
licenses, recorder’s court fines, sani- 
tary taxes, tax on insurance returns, 
tax on gross receipts of utility compa- 
nies, and waterworks receipts. The 
principal income is from ad valorem 
or property taxes, and we will, there- 
fore, devote the major part of this ar- 
ticle to that part of the city’s in- 
come. Furthermore, as to the small- 
er items named above there would 
probably be no very material dif- 
ference under the two new eharters 
proposed as compared with the pres- 
ent charters. It should also be re- 
membered that while the gross re- 
ceipts from our waterworks will 


amount to nearly one million dollars 


per year, the net return, that is the 
receipts, less operating expenses, in- 
terest on bonds, and depreciation, is 
very much smaller, probably not more 
than one-third of the gross amount. 
The, far larger part of the city’s 
income is from ad valorem taxes, 
and the rate of taxation, together with 
its method of application, is, there- 
fore, of the most vital importance. 
For many years the city had a tax 
rate of one dollar and a quarter an 
the hundred, together with a provi- 
sion for a possible emergency tax of 
fifty cents additional. Under this pro- 
vision two emergency tax. have been 
imposed, one in 1919 and a consid- 
erably higher tax in 1920. The extra 
tax imposed some years ago, under 
Mayor Candler’s administration, for 
the Camp Gordon water main, does 
not come under this category, as that 
tax was authorized by legislative en- 
actinent. 

In 1921 the people in a referendum 
vote approved an increase in the tax 
rate from one and a quarter to one 
and a half, and one and a half is the 
rate under which we are now operat- 
ing. With this increased rate we 
hold that all emergency taxes should 
be abolished absolutely, and the 
amendments, therefore, proposed by 
the city council to our present char- 

provide that the tax rate as now 
fixed at one and a half shall not be 
increased for any cause or for any 
proposed new charters the emergency 
heretofore in the charter being re- 
scinded and Wbolished. In one of the 
proposed new charters the emergenty 
tax provision is retained, while in the 
other there is a provisiop that the 
present rate shall not be increased ex- 
cept in a referendum vote of the peo- 
ple. The amendments that we pro- 
pose will. make the tax provisions of 
the present charter stronger and safer 
than the provisions in either of the 
other charters. In one of those 
charters there is an absolute provision 
for an additional tax, in the other 
there is practically an invitation that 
an additional tax be asked for if the 
authorities in charge of the city gov 
ernment should want additional tax 
money. 

However, it is not necessary to in- 
crease the tax rate to secure addi- 
tional tax money. Taxes can be 
increased by thé very simple expedient 
of increasing assessments. Under 
our present system the three tax as- 
Sessors are elected by the general 
council and responsible to the general 
council, Under one of the new pro- 


_| posed charters the three tax asses- 


sors are appointed by the so-called 
director of finances and are under 
his direction and supervision. But 
this director of finance is under the 
absolute control of the mayor “in all 
things,” and must carry on the work 
under his supervision in accordance 
with “rules and regulations made by 
the mayor.” Therefore, in the event 
the mayor gave orders that all prop- 
erty assessments should be increased 
the three tax assessors would be com- 
pelled to make the increase demanded. 
If the tax assessors should refuse to 
make the increase the director of 
finance: could remove them from of- 
fice, and if the director of finance re- 
fused to remove them he in turn could 
be removed, by the mayor and a new 
di. ector of finance be appointed by the 
mayor, ho would be more subservient 
to the mayor’s will. It is extremely 
dangerous to place property assess- 
ments under the control of one man, 

Under the other new charter pro- 
fore there is no definite provision 

or the method of assessing property 
values. The whole question would be 
up in the air, but under the provi- 
sions giving unlimited administrative 
authority to a so-called chief of ad- 
ministration, or city manager, the tax 
assessor or assessors, responsible only 
to the city manager, might find it 
necessary to Hargely increase property 
en or dismissed from of- 
ce. 

As the matter now stands, with 
property assessments on a fairly rea- 
sonable basis, the city of Atlanta is 
paying something like one-seventh of 
the total state taxes. Surely this is 
enough, and we believe that property 
owners in this city, the owners of the 
thousands of small homes, as well as 
the larger property owners, will think 
long and well before voting for either 
of these new and untried systems of 
property assessments, under either of 
which systems taxes could be so easi- 
ly and so largely increased:

The conference began well. The 
delegates of thirty nations met on

NOT BAD ACT 
BUT FOOLISH. 

Such was the secret treaty between 
Germany and Russia. It was not 80 
much a bad act as a foolish one.

If the French premier 
bad been at the head of the conference, 
he would probably thrown. up the 
sponge right away, or else dismissed 
the German and Russian delegates. 

The British premier did better. He

URGES FLY FAST 


AN TARIFF DEBATE 


Washington, May 12.—Republican 
and democratic leaders in the senate 
got intd another row today over the 
tariff, the controversy centering 
around the atacks of republican news- 
papers on the measure and on the 
duty of ten cents a gallon proposed 
on wood alcohol by the finance com- 
mittee. ‘There were charges of a fil- 
libuster from the majority side and 
flat denials from the democratic side, 
with counter charges that. the mem- 
bers of the committee were . refusing 
to give the senate infermation about 
the rates on which it could: act intel- 
ligently. 

The editorials were presented by 
Senator Simmons, North Carolina, the 
demokratie leader, in the fight, who 
concluded ‘a general assault on the 
bill with thie prediction that if it were 

passed in its present form it would 
“lead the business of this country 
into a debacle from which it will take 
‘us a quarter of a century to rescue it, 
and the dire consequences of which to 
the American, people cannot be meas- 
ured in words or figures.“ 

Senator McCumber, republican, 
North Dakota, in charge of the bill, 
countered with a charge that the edi- 
torials were a part of a propaganda“ 
and the assertion that the prediction 
of Senator Simmons as to the result 
of the passage of the bill was not “one- 
half as startling as would be the dire 
results” if the Underwood tariff law 
remained in effect for another year. 
He added: that the republicans were 
going to put a “protective tariff bill’’ 
on the statute books and would “take 
the consequences.” 

Asserting that there.was a “com- 
bination” on the republican side to put 
the bill through without “even. con- 
sidering the schedules,” Senator Hitch- 
cock, democrat, Nebraska, said that if 
there were no republican sénators 
who would stand up and fight this 
bill as did Senators Doliver, Bev- 
eridge and others when the Payne- 
Aldrich measure was up, the democrats 
would make the fight and would con- 
tinue to make it until the bill was 
passed

There was a good deal of trade 
buying at the initial decline and buy- 
ing on cables, which caused a quick 
rally to around yesterday's closing 
figures, but liquidation was active 
and became more so after the publi- 
cation of the western belt forecast 
for generally fair weather. 

This report for. the day also made 
a favorable showing, and the market 
here showed a considerable strength. 
May advanced to 20.00c, July to 
19.73c and December to 19.75c, or 
9 to 19 points net -higher and 30 to 
37 points from the lowest.

Negro in Riot Dies. 

Albert Everett,. negro who was 
shot by city policemen Sunday aft- 
ernoon when he tried to escape 
after the fatal shooting of. 
Dan Walton, 18-year old youth 
near the A. B. and A. shops at 
the corner of Bellwood avenue and 
Ashby streets and the serious 
wounding of three other white men 
and another negro, died at Grady 
hospital Jate Friday night as the 
result of the wounds in the abdo- 
men and head. . 


D. P. Allen, chief clerk in the yard 


office of the A., B. & A. rai! 
and H. J. Williams, telegraph — 
tor, were Friday evening posit. vely 
identified by W. H. Chastain, A Mr. 
Moon and another party as ve 
pants in the shooting at the A 

& A. railroad yard office last Suiday 
afternoon, which resulted in one being 
killed and five seriously injured. 

This announcement was made by 
Attorney Samuel D. Hewlett, who 
stated that the identification was 
made in the presence of Special In- 
vestigator Plennie Miner, of Solicitor- 
General John A. Boykin’s office, and 
two newspaper reporters. 

Mr. Hewlett has been engaged. by 
the father of J. J. Chastain, who was 
dangerously wounded, to aid in the 
investigation of the shooting and pros- 
ecute those participating in it. W. 
H. Chastain, one of those making the 
identification, ia a orother of the in- 
jured boy. 

Evidence Against Puckett. 

It is further claimed by Mr. Hew- 

lett that they have gathered a mass 
of damaging evidence against Yard- 
master R. B. Puckett that will not 
only disprove his statement that he 
was at home when the shooting oc- 
curred, but that he was more inti- 
mately. connected with the affair than 
has as yet been diseiosed. 
Plennie Miner was hot at the so- 
licitor-general’s office nor at home 
and could not be reached for a state- 
ment regarding the alleged identifi- 
cation. However, che identification 
was confirmed by James A. Belflow- 
er, one of the reporters. 

@ Sergeant R. P. burnett, special in- 
Testigator and evidence worker at- 
tached to the law offices of Hewlett 
& Dennis, Frida ay evening stated that 
he had in his possession a portion of 
a water plug 8 that was shot off 
during the fight last Sunday, and 
that the bullet which bored rough 
this piece of metal was of a 32.20 
caliber steel jacket. He also stated 
that the bullet entered from the direc- 
tion of the yard offiee and he thought 
he had sufficient information at hand 
to establish ownership of such a pistol 
by one of the men under arrest. 

So far nothing has developed that 
would definitely link G. W. Wylie 
with the actual shooting, other than 
he was at the yard office when it took 
place, it was announced by those in- 
vestigating it.

Thinking’ Through 


Allanta’s Charter 


The Way Into the Kingdom 


(The following is issued by the com- 
mittee on church co-operation). 

How are you going to vote in the 
charter election? 
The question is asked neither to 
pry into your political opinions nor 
to influence your vote but only to 
get you to test yourself as a Chris- 
tian citizen of Atlanta. Are you tak- 
ing the part, which you should take 
in the affairs of your community? 
Have you given any careful thought 
to the chartet? 

One outstanding danger of the pres- 


ent day is the indifference of the 


average citizen to public questions, At 
the last city election only 22,031 
whites and 5,815 negroes were regis- 
tered. It is estimated that 43,000 
persons are registered to vote in the 
charter election on May 16. 

With Atlanta’s population, there 


should be approximately 80,000 regis- 
tered voters. But nearly 40,000 men 
and women, citizens of Atlanta take 
so little interest in her life that they 
have failed to register. In the last 
election for the whole county, just 
about 1-10 of the people, on whom 
rests the duty of attending to the 
business of Fulton county, had enough 
interest to both register and vote. 
Can so few possibly express the united 
will of our community? 

True, that was only the election of 
one official. But Tuesday's election 
will ve the life of every mother and 
child of thie and succeeding genera- 
tions of Atlantans. Is not this in it- 
self a call to every follower of Jesus 
to pray and study over the questions 
involved, and to go to the polls and 
vote the conviction, which come 
‘with prayer? If yon should ignore 
God’s power to guide, and should neg- 
lect to inform yourself, and fail to 
vote, what right would you have to 
expect a happy outcome for our 


city? 
Removing the Rubbish. 

If everyone of the 80,000 men and 
women, who should be voting in the 
coming election, would in their homes 
and churches pray to God to remove 
from our minds, His temple, the rub- 
bish of self-seeking and petty-politics, 
envy, prejudice, enmity, and greed, 
self-opinion, self-righteousness and hy- 
* and put in their place the 
spirit of Christ, the will to serve 
others before self, respect, friendliness 
and generosity toward all, and sin- 
| cerity of opinion and purpose, to guide 
us, as we go to the eg to vote, 
Tuesday’s election would be memor- 
able in the life of our Atlanta and 
Georgia. 

Will you hot voice such a prayer 
tonight in your home? And tomor- 
row in your church will you not unite 
in praying thus again? 

Increasing numbers are believing 
that this, or a similar method, will 
Folve all problems and lead us into 
the Kingdom of God. The desire to 
know and to do His will is the way. 
With this their central rpmrpose, men 
and women, however divergent their 
views, may meet together, and seek 
to find and do that will. confident 
that the outcome will pur - 
pose and best for all. 

Surely this is our wish in the 
charter election. And such a\ spirit 
is becoming more and more evident in 
the life of Atlanta. 

Within the memories of most of us, 
a revival. like the one recently becun 
in the city, in which 120 churches, 
renresenting every different evangeli-

Today there is little difficulty in 
uniting these churches and their mem- 
bers about the person of Jesus for 
service.

So, too, in considering the report of 
the committee on civics, showing that 
out of 119 ‘liquor cases 2 
through the court presided over 12 
Judge A. W. Calhoun in April, on 
6 convicted were sent to the * 
gang, while 25 bonds given in liquor 
cases were forfeited and 85 persons 
found guilty, were given fines, aver- 
aging $44.53 apiece, many times less 
than the old license fee, both bonds 
and fines going to enrich the officers 
of the court other than the judge. 

In considering such facts, these rep- 
resentatives of thé church in Atlanta 
form only one of the many groups 
throughout Georgia and America 
studying, working and praying to do 
our Savior’s will in saving our city 
and country from the sorrow and 
suffering imposed by the curse of al- 
cohol and the greed of men.

duty to our fellow-men. 

The bishop’s appeal was: “Mexico 
ise next in neighborhood. Let us make 
her next in brotherhood?” | 

Comes the thought—during the re- 
cent conference on disarmament over 
10,000,000 letters, urging our govern- 
ment to seek to do God's will, came 
from American homes to Washington. 
The writers of these letters together 
with the group of men, gathered in 
Christ’s name about the table in the 
Ansley, are only a part of the many 
groups amang the 596.000,000 follow- 
ers in name of Jesus in every nation 
of the world, who are praying, study- 
ing and working to know and apply 
God's will to every question, to every 
problem of the individual, the family, 
the neighborhood, community, city, 
state, nation and the nations. 

Is not this the way into the King- 
dom? The way to an answer to our 
daily prayer, “thy Kingdom come, 
thy will be done“?

A month ago political prophets de- 
clared the defeat of the regulars could 
not be accomplished by any influence 
on earth.

Pinchot got into the 
race for governor with the support of 
most of the newspapers in the state 
and especially with the support of 
the independent republican leaders.

When he died, 
in 1914, his colleague, Boies Penrose, 
took command, and he held it until 
his death last ber 31.

Offers Settlement. 

After spending five months in jail 
here, Adams said he was released on 
bond last October, and went to At- 
lanta to see the nding company 
about a settlement. He said he was 
led to believe that if he arranged for 
the payment to the bonding company 
of $2,500 no prosecution would be 
made, ‘and not until yesterday did he 
learn that they insisted upon this 
payment being in cash. 

Sam L. Olive, who appeared for 
Adams, told the court that the yonng 
man had offered the bonding company 
$500 in cash, a deed to a lot in Wil- 
mington, N. C., worth at least $1,000, 
and a note for 81,000 signed by some 
five or six well-known Augusta men. 

To Resubmit Offer. 


Judge Hammond instructed Adams 
to resubmit this offer to the bonding 
company, and if they accepted by next 
Tuesday the sentence would be sus- 
pended; If the offer was refused, the 
Judge told Adams he must go back 
to jail for seven months. 

Adams has a wife and two chil- 
dren, and he said they are entirely 
dependent upon him for support. 
Judge Hammond told the defendant 
that he made the sentence a light 
ane in consideration of his family.
